Planting  Instructions.  When  dahlia  bulbs  arrive,  if 
not  lead.v  to  plant,  please  put  into  a  pan  of  moist 
earth  until  growth  can  he  seen.  By  so  doing,  they  are 
not  allowed  to  dry  up  before  planting.  Plant  In  an 
open  location,  about  6  inches  deep,  covering  about  3 
in  1  inches  and  tilling  in  as  the  plant  grows.  Lay  the 
t  it  r  flat  on  the  ground,  not  on  end  and  plant  2  to  3 
l'eet  apart  in  rows.  Cultivate  often.  These  instiuc- 
ti.ms  will  apply  to  dahlia  plants  as  well,  except  they 
should  be  shaded,  watered,  and  taken  care  of  just  as 
you  would  tomato,  cabbage  or  any  other  plants.
